NEW YORK—(AP)—De- 
valuation of the British 
pound sterling should break 
the log jam of international 
trade. : 

The 30% percent reduc- 
tion in the dollar price of 
the pound is a straight price 
cut on the goods they have 
for sale to the United States, 
Canada and Latin America. 

The cut is on the wholesale 
price the British get. U. S. retail 
prices won't be cut as much. They 
include American taxes, tariffs 
and profits. 

The British, for example, get 
only a small 
amount of the 

total price you 
pay for Scotch whiskey. So the 
devaluation saving passed on to 
you will be small. And the sav- 
ing will vary in such typical ex- 
ports, as automobiles, cutlery, tex- 
tiles and chinaware. 


For several months American 
buyers of British goods have held 
off, expecting devaluation. Within 
the last few weeks millions of dol- 
lars in orders for British goods 
were placed for delivery “when 
the pound is devalued.” 

That huge backlog of actual and 
potential business is due to start 
moving immediately. 

The same thing is true of all the 
other countries in the sterling area 
who devalued their currencies 
30142 percent along with Britain. 

But prices on goods moving 
within that devaluation area re- 
main unaffected. It is only when 
trade reaches outside to the hard 
currency countries like the United 
States, and others who didn’t de- 
value, that the price tag is lower. 

At the same time, the prices on 
United States goods sold within 
the devaluation area -will auto- 
matically be higher. 

The longer term effect is likely 
to be pressure for inflation in 
Britain and deflation in the 
United States. The same things 
will occur in countries following 
those respective currency policies. 

Britain must pay more dollars 
for certain key American raw ma- 
terials like wheat and cotton. That 
means those products sold within 
Britain must be priced higher in 
sterling. 

Higher prices mean inflation. 
Demands for higher wages usually 
follow higher prices. Higher wages 
in turn mean higher production 
costs all along the line with eon-

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New School Crisis Is Coming 


Dr. O. C. Aderhold, head of the Georgia 
Education Association, has cited some fig- 
ures which ought to serve as a warning 
that a new school crisis will confront the 
State soon. 

Georgians would do well to begin 
thinking of ways and means to meet it. 

Forty percent of the white school build- 
ings in the State, said Dr. Aderhold, and 
94 percent of the Negro school buildings 
are unfit for school purposes. 

The situation in regard to white school 
buildings is bad enough, but it is more 
than twice as bad with Negro school build- 
ings. Most Georgians have been aware of 
the situation for years. There has been 
ample warning that steps to eliminate the 
disparity would have to be taken, but little 
has been done so far. | 

A group of Negroes in Irwin County 
has brought suit in Federal Court charg- 
ing that Negro school children are not 
provided facilities comparable to those for 
whites. There is little doubt about the 
verdict. 

This suit, as Irwin County and State 


school officials well know, will affect 


every county in Georgia. It will mean that 
a great deal more money will have to be 
spent on schools. It will bring on another 
crisis which will be a crisis only because 
of our indifference to a situation which 


Good Medical News for 


Georgia, which is making a desperate 
struggle to catch up in public health needs, 
had two items of progress announced in 
the papers of Sunday. 

One was in public health and one was 
from Atlanta, where a medical center 
slowly is taking form. 

A long-needed civic asset—a hospital 
for Negroes where Negro doctors and pa- 
tients able to pay for care may be seryed— 
has been approved for Atlanta as part of 
the building program which is going up 
with its center about Grady Hospital. The 
Fulton-DeKalb Hospital Authority will 
build, under the Hill-Burton Act, a hospi- 
tal costing $1,697,000. It will be constructed 
adjacent to the Negro Charity Wing of 
Grady Hospital and will serve the needs 
of the estimated 90,000 Negro citizens who 


Why Washington Has To 


Often in the past we have commented 
on the hypocrisy of protests against more 
and more control of local government by 
Washington. 


We don’t like that increasing concen- 
tration of power either. What we protest 
is the hypocritical deceit practiced by most 
politicians and most so-called “leaders” 
who talk the most about it. 

Local government is failing because 
too many persons have come to have too 
little faith in it. 

In the recent Atlanta election — and 
other county and municipal elections re- 
veal the same disturbing facts—apathy. 

There are in Atlanta 218,286 persons 
who would be eligible to vote if they reg- 
istered. Only 18.36 percent of these eligible 
persons participated in the recent Atlanta 
election. Of 94,744 registered voters only 
40,082 went to the polls. 

The results were even more of a trib- 
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court decisions for the past several years 
have shown must be remedied. 

Because we have declined to move 
when we could do so in a leisurely way, 
we now shall be forced to move quickly 
in order to preserve segregation in schools. 
And it is going to cost money. 

Lack of adequate buildings is only one 
of the many weaknesses of Georgia 
schools. Transportation is poor. Teachers 
are underpaid and for that reason many 
prefer to teach in a neighboring State. 
That also means instruction often is inade- 
quate. And what is true of Georgia gen- 
erally is especially true of Negro schools. 

Even without the necessity of provid- 
ing vastly improved facilities for Negro 
school children, Georgia education figured 
to come to another “crisis” in a few 
months, about time the January session of 
the General Assembly is convened. It will 
be a bigger and more certain one now. 

We frequently have chided educators 
for holding out their hands for more 
money as the solution for every school 
problem that confronts the State. We still 
don’t think money will cure all our edu- 
cational ills but it undeniably is true we 
are going to need a great deal more of 
it soon. 

The only problem for taxpayers is de- 
ciding how they’d rather pay it.

There will be 10 concerts, including the one featur- 
ing these famous artists, and the price is a modest $10. That 
really is a small sum, and I am astonished so much music and 
enjoyment can be sold for so little money. 


The symphony itself is composed of professional and better 
amateurs who are, for the most part, working toward professional 
careers. There is really no music quite so soothing and yet, in a 
manner, exciting, as that produced by an orchestra. 


Ears [ wonder how many persons have never heard a sym- 

phony. The symphony season, with 10 performances, in- 
cluding some of the best artists in America, ought to be sold-out. 
I would prepose that persons in surrounding cities arrange to 
buy blocks of tickets and come in neighborhood parties. Civic 
clubs could be sure youngsters in their communities, who are study- 
ing music have a chance to attend.

Forgive the GOP for Crowing 


WASHINGTON—After being kicked in the teeth as much as they have during the past 19 years © 
the Republicans can be forgiven, perhaps, for engaging in a wild burst of enthusiasm over their first 
congressional election victory since the Dewey presidential debacle of last November. 


The country can afford to be tolerant. For a 
party which has won only one national election 
out of the past 10 it is but natural that its leaders 
should attempt to blow up some passing gain out 
of all proportion to its real significance. Politi- 
cians have a genius for exaggerating their 
triumphs and minimizing their defeats, 


Hence it is that quite a bit ot unabashed crow- 
ing is going on among Republicans over the vic- 
tory they won last week in a special election to 
fill a congressional vacancy in one of the Penn- 
sylvania districts. The seat had been held by a 
Democrat, which explains all of the Republican 
hurrah. 


GOP National Chairman Gabrielson and 
Representative Leonard Hall, of New York, 
Chairman of the Republican Congressional 
Campaign Committee, are analyzing the re- 
sults to show that if the percentage of in- 
crease rolled up by the Party in the special 
election were applied to the national election 
of next year, “the result in 1950 would be to 
give the Republicans control of the House.” 


With that’sort of a leadoff, we have had a 
parade of other party enthusiasts who are breath- 
ing new life into the sick old GOP elephant. For 
some Republicans one robin still makes a Spring. 
Chairman Gabrielson is evidently out to ballyhoo 
the victory into a rallying call for raising the 
money needed to cover that current GOP deficit. 

The truth of it is that the Pennsylvania elec- 
tion was entirely true to form and may be set 
down as meaningless. Prior to 1948 the “district 
had been represented by a Republican for a 
number of years. It is one of the normally Re- 
publican districts of normally Republican Penn- 


sylvania. Last year the Democrats captured it by 
a margin of some 10,000 votes by offering as their 
candidate an exceedingly popular former war 
hero, Robert L. Coffey, Jr. 

Representative Coffey was killed in an air- 
plane accident back earlier in the year and, in 
lieu of a better candidate, Democrats put up his 
mother, Mrs. Robert L. Coffey, Sr., to fill the 
unexpired term. For their candidate the Republi- 
cans borrowed a chapter from the Democratic 
campaign book of last year and picked a popular 
war hero, John P. Saylor, who won by a margin 
of about 8,500 votes. 

If the election has any meaning at all it is 
simply that a normally Republican district has 
returned to its old moorings. 

The Democrats are not begrudging the Repub- 
licans their victory. They made an effort to hold 
the district, naturally, but they never were very 
hopeful about the situation. 


As to the outlook for the coming congres- 
sional battle of next year, the Democrats are 
entirely confident. They are convinced not 
only of their ability to hold the House and 
Senate by comfortable margins, but also see 
= of increasing their present majori- 

es. 


Democratic optimism rests on fhe old proven 
thesis that in times of great national prosperity 
the people do not readily vote for a change. And 
the outlook now is for a continuation of our 
present prosperous times for a long period ahead.

Crossroads of the Hemisphere 


PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad—Technically, Trinidad is an island, the southern- 
most of the West Indies chain. Actually, it is as much a part of South America 
as it was in the days before the land sunk and the waters poured over them to 
form the eight-mile channel between Trinidad and Venezuela. 

The other southerly islands of the West Indies, Barbados, Tobago and the Ba- 


hamas, are largely coral formation. 


But not so Trinidad. . Its soil and vegetation is an unmistakable 


continuation of the lush South American continent and the fact that it produces oil clinches the fact 
that it is an extension of Venezuela insofar as the geophysicists are concerned. 


But though its topography and soil are the 


| same, though it produces the sugar and cocoa and 


bananas of the other equatorial countries of 
South America, its population is a different one. 
In the first place, Trinidad, which was discov- 
ered by Columbus on his third voyage to the 
New World in 1498, has been a British colony for 
more than a century and a half. Of its half-mil- 
lion population, more than a third are originaily 
from India, having been brought here, beginning 
in 1845, under a system of indenture whereby 
their passage was paid in return for their agree- 
ment to work a certain number of years. This, 
of course, was but a little above the slavery 
which had recently. been abolished and yet its 
results, at this date, are in impressive contrast 
to the miserable failure which most South Ameri- 
can countries are making, even now, of their ef- 
forts at attracting sorely needed immigratior. 


The Indians have made good stock for 
Trinidad, just as have the large number of 
Italians in Argentina, of Germans in South- 
ern Brazil, and of isolated colonies of Swiss 
and Poles and Czechs scattered about in un- 
likely places all over South America. One 
has only to see what the refugees who fled 
Europe as late as ’39 have been able to do in 
backward Bolivia to realize what a tragedy 
it is that throughout South America the set- 
tling of emigants has been hampered by red 
tape, bureaucratic bungling and, though it 
would vigorously be denied, in many in- 
stances bigotry. *

There is a tremendous amount of traffie 
through the colorful guest house which Pan 
American Airways made from an old barracks 
here. The variety of its patrons gives it a cos- 
mopolitan atmosphere entirely out of keeping 
with the lonesome hills which form the backdrop 
for its isolated setting. And the sophisticated 
talk in its swank air-conditioned bar sounds 
highly incongruous against the shrill call of tropic 
birds in the palm trees not far away. 


When you get to Trinidad, incidentally, you 
have crossed the equator and once again are in 
a land where September marks the coming, not 
of Summer, but of Fall. There is something in 
the mere proximity of planes which, in another 12 
hours, will be in the States which makes you 
even more homesick. And you wish mightily you 
could take the 8 o’clock flight for Miami rather 
than the 7 o’clock one for Caracas.

and finance new industries to replace the terminated defense activities in these towns. 


For some time private industry has leveled 
bitter criticism at the Federal Government for 
making people too dependent upon Federal em- 
ployment and financial assistance. Now industry 
has a chance to show that it can do something 
more than criticize. 

I know the effect the military cutback can 
have. Some Maine towns have been directly 
hit. An air base has been deactivated. A Navy 
yard has been cut down on its authorized labor 
force, with thousands getting dismissal slips. 


' Of course, the military cutback was abso- 
lutely essential. And this is only the be- 
ginning. It can’t be stopped if we are to 
be realistic. We are at peace — at least, 
technically. The threat of war has decreased 
so much that we cannot justify continuing 
manjy of our military installations. 


Nor can we keep these military activities 
going just to provide work for people. Economy 
leaves. no other choice but to cut, even though 
some towns and people wil be hurt. 


This is easier said than done. It is easy to 


- economize on the other fellow—to reduce his 


income. To understand his fight against econ- 
omy, put yourself in his shoes. What would 
you do if your income were cut to effect cer- 
tain economy? After all, one of our hopes from 
economy is that it will reduce our taxes—taxes 
which ultimately reduce our individual incomes. 
It depends upon whether the proposed economy 
means that you will lose your job or whether it 
will cut down the taxes that you pay. 


Military installations were the salvation of 
many towns where industries were dying. But 
they gave such towns merely an artificial and 


temporary economic lift. Some recognized this 
and made plans for the eventual end of this bo- 
nanza. They worked toward the ultimate shift 
over to nonmilitary work and are now profit- 
ing from their realism. 

But some localities had no such foresight 
and are being hurt now. 

Many of them can’t be blamed. Military in- 
stallations ruined the industries of some towns. 
Towns expanded their community facilities to 
accommodate military personnel and war work- 
ers brought in by the operations of the military 
installations. Local businesses spent consider- 
able money for the war-expanded population. 
Many towns really became Federal war towns, 


There is a Federal responsibility to these 
towns. Not an obligation to continue the mili- 
. tary installations, but rather an obligation 
to give as much advance notice as possible of 
cutbacks. The Secretary of Defense must 
consider the human factor, at least, in those 
areas where military services have been the 
lifeblood. 


Nearly a year ago a friend of mine in one of 
the services told me that a certain military es- 
tablishment in my State of Maine would ulti- 
mately be deactivated. I immediately passed 
the word along because I wanted the people of 
the particular town to be prepared. Yet the 
responsible military service denied this. Yet, 
the installation was ordered deactivated in the 
recent cutback and the town was left holding 
the bag. | 

My point is that the American people and 
the war-expanded towns can take it—but they 
are entitled to the earliest possible warning.

We've Just Got Too Many Eggs 


WASHINGTON—The lamentable fact is this country’s got more bad eggs than good. They’re all 
right when they come from the hen, you understand, but mere man is a fumblebum compared to a 
chicken. When he gets her eggs, he always manages to crack a few. Some he drops in the dirt, A 
few more he overlooks until they’ve stood in the sun for a couple of days. 


The deplorable result is that only three or 
four eggs out of every dozen produced by Ameri- 
ca’s hard-working hens are Grade A’s, suitable for 
serving sunny side up tomorrow morning. No 
wonder grocers handle them like emeralds and 
dole them out at 95 cents per dozen. 


These ovoid observations are not my own. 

I am quoting W. Dewey Termohlen, who is 

Mr. Egg, himself. As chief of the Agriculture 

“Department’s poultry section, he buys eggs, 

mostly the ones under par, by the hundreds 

of million dozens to hold up the price of same 
to the farmers. 


The eggs he powders by the hundreds of thou- 
sands of barrels. Then he stores them all over 
the place, including a cave in Kansas, while he 
waits for somebody to buy this fine, nutritious 
product. Nobody much is interested. 

At this writing he has on hand 64,000,000 
pounds of dried eggs, which cost him (meaning 
the rest of us) $1.26 per pound. There are three 
dozen eggs to a pound of dried eggs. Mr. Egg, 
therefore, has in stock 192,000,000 dozen eggs, or 
1,304,000,00@ non-Grade A eggs. A lot of yolk. 
Good eating, too, though he has been unable to 


persuade any appreciable portion of the populace. 


Some of his egg powder he has sold abroad; 


some he has shipped to Puerto Rico where the 


natives have come up with some fine, disguising 
recipes, and some he has contributed to the school- 
lunch program. But he’s still the proprietor of 
better than a billion eggs. 

All this Termohlen reported when he was 
called up to Capitol Hill to explain why the 
Government was paying farmers 35 cents a dozen 


to support the price of eggs, while they were 
selling at almost a dollar in most American cities. 
Sen. Elmer Thomas, of Oklahoma, the Chairman 
of the Agriculture Committee, thought this was a 
shame. So he wrote a bill which would remove 


eggs and also potatoes from mandatory price sup- « 


port for the rest of the year. 


Termohlen, who’d almost as soon eat a 
powdered egg as a fresh one, said it wasn't 
his fault that eating eggs cost so much, The 
trouble is they’re scarce. He doesn’t powder 
them, neither does he buy ’em. All he does 
is hold up the price of the low-grade eggs. 
He has no apologies for that. 

He still hopes he can sell his powdered eggs 
(with luck they’ll keep another couple of years) 
and thereby cut the taxpayers’ loss on eggs by 
an unspecified number of millions. 2 

So I got to talking to him and his assistants 
on how can you get prospective customers to eat 
powdered eggs? This is a problem. You can’t 
slosh a bucket of water on a pile of powder, 
they said, and expect to scramble the result. Or, 
at least, you can’t get anybody to eat it. 

You’ve got to follow directions carefully when 
(their phrase) reconstituting eggs. Plenty of salt 
and pepper helps. So, they said, does bacon 
grease. 

I’d like to get rid of those eggs, but they 
haven’t sold me. More later on this fascinating 
and expensive subject. I also hope in the next 


couple of days to get the inside dope on our > 


magnificent, multimillion-dollar potato souffle. 
Perhaps the potato boss can do as good a job of 
explaining as did Mr. Egg.

NEW YORK—I have developed a reputation as a monitor of statements by Eleanor Roosevelt 
which contribute ‘to the Roosevelt myth. This myth is the platform, as it were, of the continuing 
campaign to convert this Republican nation, by the democratic process, into a totalitarian state. 


It is an obsession with the faceless fanatics of 
the rank and file. But to the priesthood of the 
cult it is calculated political voodoo and the 
solemn oblations, of these professionals are a 
quackery which require unremitting watchful- 
néss. Let go without challenge day by day, this 
long program of fantasy might become unchal- 
lenged history to the injury of truth and the final 
calamity of a nation which Roosevelt bemused 
and, with his family, exploited. 

These conspirators, most of whom are incapa- 
ble of subtlety—and frankly apply themselves to 
plain rackets, often criticize me for repetition of a 
theme. The criminals of the union movement 
have cried out the same objection as though it 
were fatal, but my repetition plagues them, not 
as a lack of art or versatility, but. because it 
hounds them relentlessly with unassailable truth. 
They, too, repeat their stuff, the Roosevelts and 
their satellites and the goons and thieves of the 
unions. 


It would have been to their great advan- 
tage if they all had been exposed just once 
15 years ago and never had been criticized 
again. They have enjoyed immunity from 
truth in several cities and areas where EI:

We do not get 
good men as candidates and those men of religious 
pretentions whom we do get are the sorriest 
rogues of all. The worst, and most pious of them, 
are abandoned bums not above latching onto evil 
“leaders,” including Roosevelt, himself, for the 
fun of the ride, their dirty profits and legal fees 
and a gangster’s pride of place. In two cam- 


‘ paigns, one of them head-on against Roosevelt, 


this was so well understood to be the moral stand- 
ard of the voters that Tom Dewey kept his at- 


tacks on a “high plane” lest concrete instances of | 


graft, fixing and the exploitation of miserable 
swamp Yankees at starvation wages on the Hyde 
Park plantation, be regarded as appealing mate- 
rial for Roosevelt. 

So I would not undertake to say that further 
proof would arouse popular resentment of any 
important size and force. That is a problem in 
another department. It may turn out that some 
total scoundrel is the ideal, the man of the people 
and the hero of the nation. The journalist may 
have his preferences and even argue them, but 
hi® basic job in this situation is to know facts 
and to point out the contrast between the truth 
and the statements added to the myth. 

There are those, too, who have argued that the 
most effective way to discredit Eleanor the Great 
is to ignore her. But, in the first place, if she 
continues to make news, even as a nuisance or a 
challenge to the political status of millions of 
citizens, it is not permissible to pretend other- 
wise. That is their way, not ours. And beyond 
that we have the fact known to most professionals 
that she is a politician as fierce and ruthless 
under the mask as any other boss in her husband’s 
organization, grasping, tireless and always in the 
company of the Communists. She has her own 
political organization now grown so strong that 
President Truman must court her favor and does 
and is no more to be ignored than any other 
political boss.. 

So this attention is not mere spite nor the 
vulgar bawling of a cad at a great and gracious 
lady. I have never made a charge against her 
that any one of her adherence could refute and 
to the best of my recollection none of them ever 
had the gall to try a mere denial.

Find Atlanta Home

ot was another case of casting bread 
upon the waters, and it has had a happy 
ending, just as the parable promises. 

Mrs. Nina Zumetz and her little son, Georges, 7, of 
Russian birth and Latvina citizenship, the widow and son 
of a minister in the Greek Orthodox Church, came to 
Atlanta a few weeks ago as displaced persons, and now in 
the words of Mrs. George Cotsakis, whose family welcomed 


the bewildered two: 

“They have transformed us all.” 

It is a delightful story, not without its obbligato of misgivings, 
but full of warmth and reward. 

Helene Cotsakis needed help with her expansive hougehold and 
active family, but it was not need alone which moved hens to offer 
a home to a sweet-faced woman whose picture “was shown her 
by a representative of an international Evangelical organization 
who visited Atlanta some months ago. Mrs. Cotsakis has a naturally 
generous, outgoing personality, and: 

“T am of Greek extraction, you know,” she says, 
the grace of God, her plight could have been mine. 
wanted someone, somewhere, to feel my pain.” 

“Besides,” she added, “I fell in love with the picture of the 
little blonde boy with his Dutch haircut.” 

Now the little blonde boy is a first-grader at Highland School, 
and he has discovered America in his own way—bubble gum, ice 
cream, a yo-yo, a tricycle, fresh grapes and—wonder of wonders— 
a chrome flashlight given him by young Chryse Cotsakis the morn- 
ing he arrived. 

“You have made our life bright in every way,” Nina 
Zumetz has remarked, gratefully. “We no longer stumble in 
the dark.” 

Life must have been dark indeed for the Zumetz family. The 
father, a clerygman, was forced to leave his church in Riga, Latvia, 
in 1944 when the Communists moved in, and he and his wife both 
went to work in a farm machinery plant, leaving the baby in a 
nursery.

birthday, Father Leonidas Zumetz died from slow starvation, 
caused by depriving himself to make sure his wife and child 
could eat enough. 

Mrs. Zumetz went to work in a Displaced Persons camp, taking 
her baby. with her. Her knowledge of Russian, Latvian, Polish, 
German and halting English helped her find work in the office 
of the International Refugee Organization. 

“But my baby was too much alone,” she says now. “At night, 
when I come home from work, he have the cup of tea for me. 
It is nice, yes ... but he become old too fast. He worry for me 
all the time. A child must remain a child a little while, too. 
Enough long time to be a worrying man, yes?” 

The child who has “become old too fast” has been a revela- 

tion of thoughtfulness to the carefree Cotsakis youngsters, and 
their mother credits his grave maturity with a wholesome influ- 
ence on them. 

As for Mrs. Zumetz, the Cotsakis family have been more than 
gratified. There is nothing, they say, she cannot do and is not 
willing and proud to do. Nor do she and her son deprive’ them 
of their privacy. 

She has told them of the blackest days of all the days of wait- 
ing, when she and her son arrived at a transient camp to await 
their sailing orders to America. 

“The stories were heartbreaking,” she said. “Dozens of families 
in your land changed their minds about sponsorship at the last 
moment and the grieving knots of people were taken back to their 
old camp once more. 

“We had been in Augsberg D. P. Camp three years,” she said. 
“IT prayed we would not be disappointed once more.’ 

Mrs. Zumetz’ prayers were answered. So, it seems, _ were those 
of the Cotsakis. 

It is another one of those spirit-lifting stories which seem to 
pay off an investment in human beings.

What Makes for Good Wife? | 
Atlanta Men Reveal Secret 


By BETSY HOPKINS 
With intangible forces, cliched “trends of the times,” 
giving impetus to soaring divorce rates, one wonders what 
specific traits of the individual death-knell a union, 


How far can a woman infringe 
on a man’s world? Can great- 
ness of heart and fecudity of 
spirit be so abounding that a 
woman can nurture home, chil- 
dren, career and not rob her hus- 
band of the cloak ses mascu- 
linity? | | 

Wanting to know, in short, 
what makes a happy marriage 
and a good wife, we queried 
four men who ought to know—a 
sociologist, psychiatrist, clergy- 
man and layman, 

“A wife ‘must be able to ex- 
press all of her feelings,” pro- 
claims psychiatrist Lawrence D. 
Woolley. “Some women can’t ex- 
press love; others are incapable 
of expressing hostility. Marriage 
is an emotional’ and spiritual 
union as well as a physical 


‘thing, and mo union can be at- 
. tained unless 


all emotions are 
expressed. Otherwise they fester 
and grow to gigantic propor- 
tions, causing sickness: and de- 
pression.” 

“A woman must give herself 
completely, and demand an 
equal return. If we give and 
don’t get, we go bankrupt,” he 
smiled. 

“The only good reason for a 
marriage is wanting to be to- 
gether the rest of your life,” 
Woolley declared. “If you want 
this, then yqu truly love, and 
you will want children. A child- 
less marriage is not satisfying. 
To be mature, one must mate, 
then the maturation must bear 
fruit in children. It is the last 
step in the process.” 

“Adopting children,” accord- 
ing to Woolley, “is an inade- 
quate solution, but the only one 
for some couples.” 

Woolley believes that a good 
marriage mate is formed at the 
age of nine months. At this early 
date the child’s love can be re- 
buffed, or his own hostility to- 
ward the love object can cause 
him to lose that object. If the 
former occurs, the child will be 
afraid to show his love, but in 
the case of the latter, the mar- 
riage partner will not be able 
to express hostility. “Such oc- 
currences are the fundamental 
basis for all pathological cases,” 

e says. 

When queried about the in- 
security and incapacity to love 
that infect many individuals, 
Woolley credits this to the arti- 
ficial way in which most people 
are brought up today. 

“There is no real love between 
husband and wife, or parents 
and child. How can love exist 
when the child is raised by 
maids and day nurseries? The 
child does not come in contact 
with real love,” he believes. 

Woolley predicts little suc- 
cess for the two-career marriage. 
Two jobs and two incomes tend 
to make a woman say “my” i 
stead of “our”, according to the 
phychiatrist. 
two right hands when the hus- 
band and wife hoth pursue 
careers. What one needs is a right 
hand and a left hand. If a 
woman really loves her hus- 
band, she will love her home 
and the duties of the home.” 

It is the “we” attitude that 
makes a good wife and a suc- 
cessful marriage, according to 
Dr. Allen D. Albert, head of 
Emory’s Sociology department. 

“There must be complete un- 
selfishness on the part of the 
husband and wife. Each must 
enter into the partnership de- 
termined to go over half way, 
and they must -both be com- 
pletely devoted to the home. It 
must be the center for every- 
thing.” 

When queried about 
chances for a happy marriage if 
the wife works, Albert spoke en- 
couragingly. 

“In the old days, you know,” 
he smiled, “the husband and 
wife shared all the work on the 
farm. Only two generations ago 
did the wife assume a life of 
leisure. We have just gone back 


to the old order. The only dif- 


ference is. that the wife is work- 


“It is like having 


ing out of the home instead of 
in the home.”’ 

Declaring that certain adjust- 
ments must be made in mar- 
riages where both partners work, 
Albert said that this set-up 
brings back the old idea of 
partnership, which is : always 
good. 

“Shorter working days and 
more day nurseries will also ease 
the difficulties incurred,” stated 
the sociologist. 

Larry Benedict, local adver- 
tising man, declares there is no 
such thing as.a good wife. “She 
must be a goddess,” he says. “She 
must be an-alter ego, a better 
self, and a safety valve to whom 
a man can let off steam when 
it is not right in other places. 

“She should run interference 
for her husband, carry the ball 
when need be, and she must be 
an interesting, intelligent, con- 
fidence inspiring companion,” he 
avows. 

“She must be indispensable, 
someone a man can’t do with- 
out,” Benedict continued. “She 
must be a pillar to lean on, a 
psychiatrist, nurse and good 
cook.” 

“Good wife is hardly an ade- 
quate term for all that,” he 
added, “she’s a goddess!” 

“A man can achieve heights 
which he would not dare to as- 
pire to if he has a good wife,” 
states Canon Alfred Hardman, 
of the Cathedral of St. Phillip. 
“There is no limit to what he 


can do, for a wife can make or. 


break a man,” he continued.

Our Labor Day. is unknown over here, 

: but it was a big day, nevertheless, for it 

— was school opening. Parents can choose 
for their  ltianhaa a free school with books included, a 
Catholic school with small subsidy costing for a scholastic 
year 2,100 francs (43.70 to $1.00) or a Government-sup- 


porteg 
In these liberal schools a 
child, if he wishes, can have a 
class in the Catholic, Jewish, 
or Protestant religion. Schools 
open at 8:30 and classes begin 
at 9. Young Catholics study- 
ing for their confirmation 
must be up early to attend a 
class at church from 7:30 to 8. 

As in Ameriea, ‘Catholics here 
are putting up a strong fight to 
get more Government support. 
It is a major political issue. 

Classes are held from 9 to 12 
and from 2 to 4. Between 12 and 
2 the children go home for a 
nourishing lunch. No all-day off 
Saturday. But on Thursdays and 
Saturdays school lets out for the 
day at 12:30. And on Tuesday 
afternoons the classes are taken 
on excursions, to museums, 
sightseeing, or to the wonderful 
old forest here to study nature 
first-hand. 

Scouting is popular. But un- 
fortunately Scout groups are 
separated into Catholic and non- 
Catholic. It seems to me this is 
against the spirit of the organi- 
zation. 

My masseuse has a grandson, 


.12 years old, and she talks about 


him while pummelling me back 
into shape from the disastrous 
effect of Belgium food rich in 
butter. Her services—conversa- 
tion included—and she comes 
to you—is $1.40 an hour with 
the tip. It is the only thing 
cheap I’ve found in Belgium. 

I don’t know the _ child’s 
name. She refers to him as 
Notre Petit (our little one). 

Well, Notre Petit’s books and 
school equipment cost around 
$25.00. He has changed this 
year from Catholic school to lib- 
eral and the liberal schools don’t 
use books written with a Cath- 
olic viewpoint, all had to be 
new.

In the Cath- 
olic school there were 40, After 
kindergarten, girls and boys go 
to separate schools and there 
are women teachers for the 
girls and men for the boys.

crafts for children 6 to 12. There 
is NOT. -Only what you will find 
in our Georgia schools, but not 
as much and not as good. 

Notre Petit also had to buy a 
chrestomathy. Grandma said it 
was on the list and she didn’t 
know what it was or how you 
used it. It sent me to the dic- 
tionary. “Chrestomathy: A col- 
lection of choice extracts, esp. 
from a foreign language.” 

Both Max and I enjoyed the 
sojourn in Brussels of Virginia 
Polhill Price. She brought 
along sizzling Dixie weather 
that calls for frosty mint-ju- 
leps, but we had no mint, so 
Virginia astonished the waiter 
by drinking three cokes!

‘and that when workers were or- 
‘ganized, companies refused to bar- 
gain with the Union even after 
‘collective bargaining had been es- 
‘tablished. 

The textile union president re- 
ported that the United States Sen- 
ate had authorized an investiga- 
tion of obstacles to collective bar- 
‘gaining. The investigation, he said, 
would start after the Congres- 
sional recess. 

“At this time,” he said, “I pub- 
licly ask that this investigation 
start in the South, where there 
now exists a conspiracy against 
unionism.” Rieve further asserted 
that the courts of the South 
through their issuance of injunc- 
i'tions in labor disputes, had know- 
ingly, or unknowingly, joined the 
conspiracy.

Georgia’s 4H members have 
found a new variation of the old 
chain letter gag that is helping 3 
bring healthier diversified farming % 
to the South. eg 

DeKalb County started a chain 
‘in 1945 when Sears Roebuck gave 
enough money to give 10 inter- 
ested 4-H Clubbers 100 chicks each. 
The young farmers, both boys and 
girls, agreed to raise the chickens ™% 
and give 12 pullets back at the 
end of the year. These were sold 
and the money used to buy chicks , 
for 10 more youngsters the next 
year. 


Since then Decatur  business- 
men have added to the ¢hain so 
that 12 boys and girls are show- ”§ 
ing coops of “chain chickens” at ~%= 
the DeKalb Harvest Festival this 
week. 


But the young poultry raisers 
aren’t just tossed out on their 
own with 100 baby chicks, As- 
sistant County Agent Harold Dar- 
den says. They start off with a 
poultry short course in the Spring 
where they are “taught to select 
good chicks and to manage the 
young birds.” 

“During the Summer,” Darden 
said, “members are visited and 
taught how to vaccinate against 
fowl pox and how to give lice 3 
treatment. And they are taught **, 
good management practices 
against diseases.” 

Before the poultry show at the 
fair they are taught to cull their 
flock and given tips on the proper 
management of the laying flock. 

The chain is designed primarily 
for improving home flocks, Dar- 
den and County Agent E. P. Mc- 
Gee revealed. “Our average egg 
production is 80 eggs per hen per
